Specification Amendment for paragraph beginning at page 1 6, line 1 8; 

Referring now to Fig, 7F, to form die stent or vena cava filter, the resulting composite sandwich 750 (after 
rolling) may tlien be cut by etching or cutting as is known in the art, in a paitem 7S4 coiresponding to the desired 
architecture of the device, such as the zig-zag architecture shown in Fig- 7F. The pattem may preferably be aligned 
so diat die features of the architecture desired to be plastically deformable, such as every other upwardly-poindng 
apex 786, as shown m Fig. 7F, are aligned with plastically defomoable stripes 756a-d widiin composite sheet 750. 
After cutting, the resulf inp; flat pattern 784 may comprise an apcrtured wall such as a wall having a plurality pf 
apertures or ceUs 790. llie apertures or cells 790 extend completely tliroucEh the waU. After cutting, the resulting 
flat pattern 7S4 may (hen be rolled into a tubular shape and ends 788a, 788b, and 7SSc welded together as 78Sa- 
788a, 788b-7S8b, and 7SSc"7S8c to form the desired device. In the alternative, Ihc tubular composite shown in Figs. 
7 12 or 712 may be cut in their tubular form to create the device. Although shown in Fig, 7F with the stripes oriented 
longitudmaHy with respect to die cylindrical orientation of the device, die stripes may also be transverse as shown in 
Figs. 71) and 7E. 



Claim amendments: 

Claim 1 . An endoluminal device comprising; 

a framework having a constant thiol a= H>GG and a central longitudinal axis, the framewo rk forming a wall having a 
plurahtv of cells, the wall having a constant thickness, the cells extendmg throngh the fthiclg iess of the wall the 
framework comprising a first section havmg a thickness and a second section liaving a thickness, die Brst section 
consisting of a guperelastic material, die second section comprising a combination of a first portion of superelaatic 
material and a second portion of plastically derormable material, die second portion bemg a constant distance from 
said central longitudinal axis along the lengdi of the second section, the thickness of the first section being equal to 
th? thickness of the second section. 

Claim 57. An eudoluminal device comprising: I 

a framework having a central longitudinal axis, ihe framewpr V fnrminf> an i^peitured wall, the apemncd wall havmg a 
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cocsiant thickness, the apenurss exUmding throuali the tnicKness of the wall, tlic framcwrk cymprising a first 
section having a thickness and a second section having a thickness, die first section consisting of a superela^tic 
toaterial, the second section coTtipristng a combination of a first portion of snpeielastic Tnatenal and a second portion 
of plastically dcfonnab]e maierial, the second portion o^rtonding tliQ longth oflh a fram ewodc-and being a con^fant 
distance from said central longitudinal axis along ils l e ngth the knp:tli of the second accdon, die thickncsa of the Htst 
section being equal to the thickness of the second section.

(Withdravm) The device of claim 25, wherein the second hibular secttoii comprises a combination of 

supereUstic material and plastically dcformablc material having a first ratio of plastically defgiTnable material lo 

superdastic materiaL . . 

Claim 28 . (Withdrawn) The device of claim 27. wherein the device comprises two lopposite end sections havmg a 

middle section dierebEtwcen, the middle section comprismg the first tubular sisction, and the two opposite ends each 

comprising second tubular sections. t 

Claim 3 1 . (Withdr^vwn) The device of claim 25 fUirhcr comprisiug a thkd tubulai" section comprising a 

superelastic section, the second mbular section disposed longitudinaUy between (he first nibular section and the ihird 

tubular section, the first tubular section having a iirst tully-scll^xpanded diameter and the second tubular section 

having a second Mly-sclf-expanded diameter. 

Claim 32. {Withdrawn) The device of chiim 31, wherein the first fuUy-self-expanded diameter is less than the 
second faUy-self-expanded diameter, aod the second tubular section has a fuUy-forcibly-cTcpanded diameter at l^a^l 

as great as said second fiiEy-sclT-expanded diameter.
